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Another Bid 
Made by Yiu 


To Reopen 
Stalled Talks 


South Korean Ambassador Yiu 
Tai Ha yesterday made another 
bid to reopen the suspended 
talks for normalization of rela- 
tions between the Republic of 
Korea and Japan. 

The overture was made when 
Yiu called on Renzo Sawada, 
chief Japanese delegate to the 
Japan-ROK talks, at the For- 
eign Office yesterday morning. 
He had made a similar approach 
to Sawada last Thursday. 


The ROK envoy, pursuant to 
Monday's statement of South 
Korean Foreign Minister Cho 
Chung Whan, proposed early re- 
sumption of the normalization 
talks, suspended since Feb. 13. 

Yiu said there were no pros- 
pects for carrying out the 
Japanese plan to return Korean 
residents in Japan to Commu- 
nist North Korea . 

Sawada told Yiu, however, Ja- 
pan was awaiting a decision on 
the part of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(CICR) in Geneva on the mat- 
ter. 

He suggested, instead, that 
the talks be resumed on mat 
ters other than the repatria- 
tion issue, saying that he did 
not want to see the state of 
suspension drag out further. 

The two failed to reach any 
concrete decision but to 
maintain close contact for early 
resumption of the talks. 

Later in the day, Yiu met 
Foreign Vice Minister Hisanari 
Yamada and proposed joint stu- 
dy on the possibility of resum- 
ing the over-all talks, adding 
that the Seoul Government was 
well aware of the points on 
which the views of the two 
countries were wide apart. 

Yamada agreed with the idea. 

During tne 30-minute meet- 
ing, YamacCa asked Yiu to con- 
sider steps for the immediate 
release of Japanese fishermen 
detained at Pusan. The ROK 
envoy repliec that such steps 
would be studied,

Lower House Passes 


Minimum 

Japan had its first minimum 
wage law yesterday. 

A bill establishing the law was 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The bill was approved last 
Friday by the House of Coun- 
cillors, in the face of strong op- 
position of the Socialist Party. 

Late in February, the Lower 
House passed the bill, but 
it was referred back to them 
as some modifications were 
made to it by the Upper House. 

The new aw is expected to 
be put jnto force about this fall 
after the minimum wage is de- 
cided. 

Labor Minister Tadao Kura- 
ishi said after pessage of the 
mininum wage bill that the law 
would not only serve to improve 
the working conditions of low 
wage earners, but also would

NEW DELHI (UPI)—Tibetan 
rebels, cheered by the freedom 
flight of their Dalai Lama god- 
king, have consolidated their 
grip on strategic territory and 
have carried the revolt into 
border provinces of Red China, 
reports said Monday, 


The Peiping regime indirectly 
admitted continued fighting in a 
broadcast which said a number 
of Tibetans stranded in the 
capital of Lhasa have been un- 
able to return home because of 
rebel activity. 


While the Dalai Lama rested 
in the Indian Buddhist monas- 
tery at Towang after his 20. 
day flight to freedom from the 
Communist overlords in Lhasa, 
reports from the Indian border 
area of Gauhati and from Na- 
tionalist China said insurgents 
were spreading their revolt. 

Nationalist Chinese intelll- 
gence sources at Taipei reported 
rebels had seized three towns 
in Chinghai Province and still 


were fighting there as of last 
Saturday,

Fish Proposal 


Thé Soviet Union yesterday 
indicated it may relax its pro 
posal for a 50,000-ton salmon 
catth ceiling for Japan if the

Japan and Soviet Russia 
yesterday held what was believ- 
ed to be the first of “political” 
talks to break the deadlock in 
their fishery negotiations, ag a 
rally in Tokyo angrily denounc- 
ed the Soviet proposition for a 
drastic slash in the Japanese 
salmon catch quota for this 
year. 

Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Kunio Miura and Pavel Molsey- 
ev, head of the visiting Soviet 
fishery delegation, met at the 
Kudan branch office of the Agri- 
culture Forestry Ministry. They 
agreed, in principle, to try to 
reach a settlement before the 
fishing season starts, Govern- 
ment sources said. 


According to these sources, 
Moiseyev assured Miura that the 
Soviet side had no intention of 
breaking down the negotiations 
and that his delegation was pre- 
pared to revise its proposal for 
a 50,000-ton catch ceiling for 
Japanese fishermen. The Soviet 
delegate insisted, however, that 
Japan should submit a counter- 
proposal to speed up the nego- 
tiations. 

Miura did not say when Japan 
would make a counterproposal. 

In stressing that the Russian- 
proposed restrictions were neces- 
sary, Moiseyev argued that 
Japan last year caught three 
times as much salmon as Russia 
did, and that Japanese fisher- 
men caught large quantities of 
salmon outside the restricted 
zones. 


According to the sources, 
Miura countered by saying that 
the Russian proposal disregard- 
ed the Soviet Union's own con- 
tention last year that it would 
be better for Japan to catch 
enough salmon in the north-

These sturdy people are scat- 
tered throughout a broad area 
of eastern Turkey, northern 
Iraq and western Iran. Large 


numbers are in the central 
Asian areas of the Soviet Union 
itself. ' 


Moscow has favored the idea 
of an independent Kurdistan as 
a secure buffer between the 
Middle East nations and the 
people of eastern origins in cen- 
tral Asia. There are pow pro- 
spects that a Communist-domi- 
nated Kurdistan can be set up. 
The Communists’ authority and 
influence is fising in _ Iraq, 
where there have already. been 
guarded promises to the Kurds 
of autonomy. 

Soviet-trained Kurds could 
form the nucleus of an armed 
force for such an autonomous 
state and firmly plant Commu- 
nist authority in the area.

DAMASCUS (AP)—A secret 
rebel radio station calling itself 
“the voice of free Iraq” was re- 
portediy monitored in the 
northeastern city Syrian border 
city of Der Ezzor Monday 
broadcasting “a series of com- 
muniques on rebel activities” 
in Iraq. 

The Damascus afternoon _

The radio said the warriors 
of the rebel Shammer tribe in 
north Iraq “wiped out one of 
Kassem’s army units and seiz 
ed all the unit's arms,” Al Alam 
said. 

The nt paper also 
quoted the station as saying “a 
pitched battle between free 
nationalists and Communist 
gangs” was recently fought 
some 25 miles north of Bagh- 
dad. 

About 20 Communists were 
killed in this battle, the paper 
said. 

The Damascus daily Alayyam 
quoted “special reports from 
Baghdad” as saying that 200

Regarding the revision of the 
Japanese Constitution, he said 
“I believe it is neither necessary 
nor desirable to change the basic 
line which demotes militarism 
and imperialism while promot- 
ing pacifism and international 
cooperation. _. 

“However, it Is my conviction 
that Japan must not be allowed 
to let the most vital issue of 
national defense hang in the air 
for long.” 

He pointed out that it is “the 
most urgent task of the Japa- 
nese people to consider serious- 
ly how this question can be 
solved to serve the best interests 
of Japan.” 

He said that Japan has 
managed to carry out its for- 
eign trade without much regard 
for politics up to now, but the 
situation has changed\ and is 
still changing.

Antiprostitution Violations 
On Increase Since August — 


A total of 7,236 persons were 
arrested in Tokyo during the 
past one-year‘ period since en- 
forcement of the Antiprostitu- 
tion Law on April 1, last year, 
the Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment announced yesterday. 


They were involved in 7,049 
cases of violation of the antivice 
law and its related legislations. 

The number of arrested, the 
department said, represented an 
increase of 1,249 persons or 
about 20 per cent over that for 
the preceding one-year period. 

The department noted that 


the numbegz of arrests, which, ; 


once declined after enforcement 
of the Antiprostitution Law, has 
increased since last August. 

The department said that of 
the 1,092 “registered” brothels, 
792 or 72.5 per cent switched to 
hotels and lodging houses, 107 
have sold their establishments 
and 8 are now preparing to 
change to other business. The 
remaining 185 are still uncertain 
.of future plans. 

Of the 319 “unregistered” 
brothels, 287 or 98 per cent 
started new businesses. 

The department said that 
some 4,000 prostitutes had

About 23,000 workers of all 
three plants of the Fuji Iron 
dnd Steel Co, one of Japan's 
biggest steel producers, went on 
a 24-hour strike at 7 a.m. yes 
terday to press their demand 
for a ¥2,000 wage increase, 

The union walked out in a 
show ot opposition against the 
latest management offer of ¥800. 


The action was the second in . ee 


a series of walkouts since Feb. 
25. 

Union officials figured that 
the work stoppage at the three 
plants—Muroran, Hirohata and 
Kamaishi—would result in a 
loss in steel production of 120, 
000 tons. 


2nd Taxi Strike 

Japanese taxi-drivers yester- 
day carried out the second 
wave of their current series of 
joint strikes for higher pay and 
better treatment without any 
appreciable effect on traffic. 

With only a small section of 
the workers of large taxi com- 
panies joining the walkout in 
the cities involved, yesterday's 
strike produced less effect than 
the mild first-wave walkout, 
carried out March 25. 


It was carried out only in 
the Tokyo area and Kyoto, 
Aichi and Shizuoka prefec- 
tures. In Tokyo, it was actual- 
ly a third-wave action be. 
cause a local second-wave strike 
was staged recently. 

Only 1,800 drivers of eight 
companies struck in the capital, 
halting 800 cars or less than 10 
per cent of Tokyo's taxicabs. 


USSR Asked to Aid 
Search for Fishers 


KUSHIRO (Kyodo)—Maritime 
Safety Agency authorities have 
asked the Soviet fishing rescue 
service to help find 15 Japanese 
salmon fishing boats missing 
after being buffeted by a power- 
ful gale off eastern Hokkaido 
Monday. 


The request was radioed from 
Kushiro, in eastern Hokkaido, 
to the nearby URH, a radio 
station of the Soviet rescue serv- 
ice. 


Meanwhile, four patrol boats 
and five other Japanese rescue 
ships were rushed to waters in 
the Nemuro Strait off Rausu Vil- 
lage, Menashi County, where the 
ships were caught in the storm. 
The channel separates Hokkaido 
from Soviet-held Kunashiri Is- 
land, in the southern Kurile 
group. 

The violent storm, with gusts 
of winds reaching 40 meters a 
second, arose a little past noon 
Monday while a fleet of about 
90 Japanese salmon fishing 


vessels were operating in the 
waters. 


The boats, mane* by four or 
five men each, had sailed out 
Monday morning in the face of 
high winds, 

Meanwhile, the MSA patrol 
boat Tokachi reported that two 
persons were injured and more 
than 100 homes and a gymna- 
slum of the Rausu Primary 
School were destroyed in the 
storm.

to particular individuals. 

The special pardon and gen- 
eral rehabilitation measures are 
also designed to cover those 
who were found guilty by 
courts before April 10,and will 
receive definite sentences in two 
to three months’ time after the 
date of the amnesty. 

Informed sources estimate the 
primary beneficiaries of the 
fourth postwar amnesty pro 
gram will number some 11,000 
violators of election laws and 
an estimated 200,000 persons 
whose civ'' rights have been

As a most natural result, 
“Ninin Sambeso” is an exhilirat- 
ing combination of elements 
from all three of Japan's clas- 
sic theaters, the Noh, Bunraku 
and Kabuki Itself. The play is 
based on an ancient Noh origin- 
al known as Okina, the Ancient 
One, Noh’s oldest play whose 
origin lies in some remote re- 
ligious rites now known only 
through conjecture. 

Kabuki Variation 


The mumber consists of three 
dances, one by each of what ori 
gimally were the Three Old Men, 
the white Okina wearing a white 
mask, a second dancer named 
Senzai or Thousand Years, and 
the black Okina wearing a black 
mask, known also as the Sam- 
baso or the Third Old Man.

And, instead of the usual gay

In the eyes of an American 
couple who have been here 
seven years, there are a few 
striking inconsistencies with 
the emphatic love of nature of 
the Japanese.

Traveling from 
Osaka to Tokyo or the Tokaido 
line, the Thalers look out of the 
train window for a sight of Mt, 
Fuji. They see, instead, ad- 
vertising signs of confectionery 
companies and whatnot all 
along the way. 

In América this nuisance is 
being reduced, In a good many 
states, posting advertising signs 
in certain areas is prohibited,

Japanese ears are used to,” “It 
is a great pleasure to be sur- 
rounded by Japanese students 
and other young Japanese 
from all walks of life at con- 
certs,” the Thalers say.

Cock Wrists Slowly on the Backswing 


I've talked a lot about cock- 

and uncocking the wrists. 

y, let me explain first 

just exactly what those terms

Cocking the wrists means 
bending them; when they're 
straight, they're said to be un- 
cocked. 


Take it fror me, golfi 
pros AREN’T double-fointed 
in the wrists; the only thing 
that makes our wrists seem 
overly flexible is practice— 
and plenty of it. 

As far as the backswing is 
concerned, when your hands 
are in correct position at the 
top of the backswing, the 
shaft will be pointed toward 
your intended direction; and 
the toe of the club will be 

inted down at the ground. 
t’s at this point that most 
beginners have wrist trouble; 
they don’t cock their left 
wrists enough. But here's 
where constant practice pay 
off. Simply bend the back of 


your left hand back toward 
the left wrist.

Asia Textiles 


EW YORK (AP) — The 
Presi of Commerce said Mon- 
day that American textile manu- 
factures are becoming increas- 
ingly alarmed over imports 
from Asian countries other than 
Japan. The main cause of the 
anxiety is lack of quota restric- 
tions on shipments from these 
countries. 


The trade. newspaper said 
that cotton textile product im- 
ports rése sharply in 1958 from 
Hongkong and Korea. 


“More recently, trade reports 
have indicated that increasing 
quantities of goods are coming 
into the U.S. from India, Pakis- 
tan, the Philippines and For- 
mosa,” the paper said. It noted 
that these countries, unlike 
Japan, are relatively new sell- 
ers in America. 


U.S. textile men are specially 
worried about this latest trend 
“because cotton cloth and ap 
parel imports from these areas 
are not controlled by any quota 
limitations as in the case of 
Japan.” 

Textile manufacturers argue 
that the increase in the flow of 
these goods could mount rapid- 
ly unless some form of restric- 
tion is imposed, and this “could 
put an éarly frost on the 
recovery which is under way 
here,” the paper said quoting a 
textile executive. 


The paper said apy uncon- 
trolled flow of very low priced 
foreign made goods would un- 
dermine the domestic market 
price structure. 

The: unwillingness of textile 
and apparel manufacturers in 
Hongkong to set up any quota 
arrangement of their own to 
limit the volume of shipments 
to the U.S. har added to the 
anxiety. of domestic. producers. 

“The danger is not now from 
Japan,” the paper said, “but 
from many other textile pro- 
ducing areas where new textile 
industries are increasing world 
production and creating greater 
competition for markets.”

Japan Boosts Exports 
To U.S., Mission Says 


By The Associated Press 


The head of a U.S. trade mis- 
sion said yesterday Japan was 
able to increase its exports to 
the United States last year by 
11 per cent over 1957, despite 
a one per cent decline of Amer- 
ica’s total imports. 

Joseph A. Mack, deputy 
director, office of field services, 
of the U.S. Commerce Depart- 
ment pointed out the increase 
despite what he termed “so 
galled efforts of certain Amer- 
ican makers to restrict Japanese 
imports.” 

Mack is here with a team of 
five industrialists for a _ six- 
week Aour to discuss with Japa- 
nese Officials and businessmen 
“ways and means of expanding 
trade with the United States.” 

It is the fifth year that the 
U.S. has sent a trade mission 
to Japan. 

“During the past five years 
U.S. imports from Japan have 
shown a substantial increase,” 
Mack said. “Japanese exports 
to the U.S. increased from $601 
million in 1957 to $671 million 
in 1958.” 

The trade mission will leave 
Tokyo Friday for visits to 
Yamagata, Sendai, Matsushima, 
Aomori, Hakodate, Muroran, 
Sapporo, Otaru, Asahigawa, 
Niigata and Tsubame. 

Thereafter it will open a 
Trade Information Center at 
the U.S. pavilion of the Third 
Tokyo International Trade Fair 
May 522. 

Tsubame is Japan's major 
manufacturer of stainless ‘steel 
tableware, against which U.S. 
industry seeks import restric- 
tions. 

“The Tariffs Commission is to 
have a hearing April 21 and is 

to submit a report by 
June 30,” Mack said. “What 
action the mission will recom- 
mend I have no way of know- 


eed S. Schramm, J. §. 
Schramm Co. Burlington, Ia, a 
member of the mission, said: 

“The product from Tsubame 
has affected only a small seg- 
ment of our consumer public. 
It has been a low-priced product. 
We believe a better quality pro- 
duct could develop a market in 
the U.S.” 

Charlies R. Carry, executive 
director of the California Fish 


Canners Association, Terminal 


Island, Calif., said sales of tuna 
have been increasing on a 
“moderate scale” since 1945. 


“More people are finding it a 
healthy, nutritious food,” he 
said. “But we shall caution the 
Japanese tuna industry, as we 
are cautioning our own, that an 
orderly increase is the desirable 
way instead of a spectacular 
one. I have seen Japanese tuna 
export goals for 1958 and they 
seemed very well planned and 
in accord with facts.” 


Meinbers of the mission said 
they will try to impress on the 
Japanese the possibilities of in- 
creased exports in the field of 
skilled workmanship. 


“There would be greater op- 
portunities for Japan if more 
skilled workmanship were 
directed to exports,” Mack said. 


“You may discover that 
higher quality markets may be 
easier to find than markets for 
lower quality products,” said 
George D. Bryson, vice pres- 
ident, international development 
planning, General Foods Corp. 


Export Limits Set 
For Vinyl Chloride 


OSAKA—Makers of vinyl 
chloride in Japan will observe 
separate export limits for main 
foreign markets shortly to 
eliminate unfair competition. 

They will also form market 
deliberative councils designed to 
adjust export prices and export 
amounts as well as timing of 
shipments by Japanese manu- 
facturers. 

The Vinyl Chloride Industry 
Association decided to adopt 
the measures in response to an 
antidumping warning received 
recently from the United States 
and West Germany. 

The export quota limit for 
the United States, to 
the association, will be set at 
500 tons a month. That for West 
Germany will be fixed at 700 
tons a month. 

The monthly limit for Britain, 
Canada, Australia and the 
Benelux countries will range 
from 250 to 450 tons. No 
limit will be fixed basically for 
other areas. 


AlaskaFishermenDemand 
U.S. Ban on Japan Salmon 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— 
Alaska Fishermen's Union mem- 
bers here joined in demands 
Monday for a ban on selling 
Japanese salmon in the United 
States. 

The local agent, Abe Lehto, 
said the local's members “are 
calling for a show of hands from 
California congressmen” on a 
bill before Congress to ban the 
sale of canned Japanese salmon 
in the U.S. 

The bill was drafted as a 
countermove to ~~ _ 
seas fishing in the Bering , 
which U.S. fisherman claim is 
depleting the salmon stock. 

About 3,000 fishermen, 500 of 
them from northern California, 
will not be cllowed to fish for 
salmon this year. The ban on 
their fishing was imposed 
March 13 by Interior Secretary 
‘Fred A. Seaton as a conservation 


measure. 

Lehto’s union contends many 
of the salmon caught by, Japa- 
nese fishermen are from north- 
ern American ae grounds 
and are not fully developed. 


OTTAWA (Kyodo-Reuter)—J. 
Angus Maclean, Canada’s fish- 
eriles minister, said Monday he 
had no evidence that the Japa- 
nese fishing fleet was taking 
salmon of Canadian origin. 

He said there had been no 
activity by foreign fleets off the 
Pacific coast, except for United 
States boats. Japanese boats 
were required to stay some 
2,000 miles west of Vancouver. 

“I might say that up to the 
present time there is no evid- 
ence that the Japanese high 
seas fishing fleet is taking sal- 
mon of Canadian origin. 

“It seems clear now from the 
scientific investigations conduct- 
ed under the coordinated and 
cooperative program of the In- 
ternational North Pacific fish- 
erles Commission that salnon 
spawned in'the rivers of British 
Columbia do not range far en- 


ough to the north and west to 
enter the field of operation of 
the Japanese fleets.’

SEATO Conference 


The 


fifth annual conference of the Southeast Asia 


Treaty Organization will open in the New Zealand capital, 
Wellington, today. Only half the age of its western sister, 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, SEATO has already 
done much to strengthen the defenses and general well- 


being of the area concerned. 


it was in the early autumn of 1954 that Australia, 
France, New Zealand, Pakistan, the Philippines, Thailand, 
Britain and the United States signed in Manila a pact of 
“continuous and effective self-help and mutual aid” which 
established a collective defense system in Southeast Asia. 

With the declared objects in view, it is not surprising 
that SEATO has been greeted by Moscow with hardly less 
virulent hatred than NATO. On the occasion of the present 
conference, Moscow declares that the chief members of the 
bloc intend to achieve the disposition, on the territory of 
their Asian partners, of military bases equipped with 
nuclear weapons and rocket arms. “Thus,” it says, “they 
wish to convert the territories of Thailand, Pakistan, and 
the Philippines into bridgeheads in case of rocket and 


atomic war. 


Plans are being worked out to utilize the 


forthcoming SEATO Council session uniting the three ag- 
gressive blocs, NATO, the Baghdad Pact, and SEATO.” 
All this, of course, is Soviet propaganda, and it would be 
difficult for Moscow to point to a single positive act of ag- 
gression by any of the three defensive organizations whieh 
have been called into existence by Communist expan- 


sionism. 


In the early stages of the life of SEATO progress in 
its build-up was admittedly slow, but now, to quote the 
statement of Mr. Duncan Sandys, the chief British delegate 
to the organization's Council of Ministers, SEATO is getting 
stronger year by year and flesh is being put on to the 


bones. 


Among various matters the ministers will consider in 
secret is a report from the military advisers of the eight 
countries who assembled in Wellington last week. It is 
expected that the conference will discuss the Tibetan upris- 
ing which has caused such strong repercussions through- 


out Asia. On his arrival in 


Wellington, Mr. P. Sarasin, 


secretary general of SEATO, declared that Tibet is a classic 
example of a nation trying to maintain its freedom but 


overtaken by aggression. 


Not only is the fate of Tibet a warning tq Southeast 
Asian nations not to relax their vigilance but there is some 
evidence that Peiping is trying to pick a quarrel with South 
Vietnam. The People’s Daily, the chief Communist organ 
in the Red Chinese capital, speaks of a “war of provocations 
of the South Vietnam authorities against the Chinese peo- 
ple instigated by the U.S. imperialists behind the scenes.” 
The same mouthpiece of the Red regime goes on to accuse 
the United States of pursuing a plan to “control and occupy 


Indochina and to create tension in the Far East.” These | 


accusations hurled against South Vietnam and the United 
States no doubt reflect Peiping’s own intrigues, for it seems - 
an established axiom for the Reds to accuse others of doing 
what they have in mind to do themselves. 


The Wellington conference will have plenty to occupy 
its attention. Although it is true that during the five years 
of SEATO no major political aggression has been attempted 
by the Reds there is plenty of evidence that they are only 
awaiting an opportunity to exchange their economic drive,

It is generally believed that the Communists are plan- 
ning fresh infiltration methods in various parts of East 
Asia; and Indonesia—not a member of SEATO—has been 
mentioned as a probable major objective. Malaya has prov- 
ed too stubborn. Questioned about Singapore, Mr. Sandys 
said Britain’s base in Singapore was the pilot of the British 
military position in the Far East;. and Britons had no 
thought of altering that position. But he added that a re- 
port published in Australia that Britain would employ anti- 
aircraft missiles with atomic warheads in Singapore was 


incorrect. 


Mr. Louis Jacquinot, the chief French delegate, opined 
that the “threat of Communist China” was growing worse 
and worse, but he said he believed SEATO had the combin- 
ed military strength to meet this challenge. 

Japan, of course, remains outside SEATO membership 
but she naturally sympathizes with the organization's aims 


and policies, 


Communist overrunning of Southeast Asia would strike 
a deadly blow at this country’s economic and cultural in- 
terests and the preservation of the underdeveloped nations’ 
independence and the improvement of their peoples’ liveli- 
hood is one of her chief concerns. Japan has her own 4de- 
fense tieup ‘with the United States which she hopes to 
strengthen soon by a revision of the U.S.Japan Security 
Treaty; this is apart from the SEATO plan but in the case 
of major aggression afflicting the Far East the two defense 
organizations could combine their efforts without difficulty. 

There is a general hope that such a test to the defenses 
of the free nations of East Asia will never need to be met 
but it is obvious that in the prevailing circumstances al 
coneerned must “keep their powder dry.”

WASHINGTON—The soft pur- 
suit of the 1960 Democratic

Thic is an _ extraordinarily 
complicated and subtle search 


for the Presidency, and no 
wonder. In the _ first place, 
there is the matter of sheer 


numbers. Not in decades has 
the field of obvious.and potential 
aspirants been half so large. 


In the second place, never in 
history has that field been so 
overwhelmingly dominated by 
United States senators. The 
traditional powerhouses at na- 
tional conventions, the gover 
nors, are overshadowed this 
time, as one of them, Gov. Pat 
Brown of California, has him- 
self observed, 


Of the five voung to com 
paratively young Democrats 
who are now Presidential 


“possibilities” four are members 
of the Senate—John F. Kenne- 
dy of Massachusetts, Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Stuart 
Symington of Missouri and 
Lyndon-B. Johnson of Texas. 

And in the third place, no 
party has ever faced a Presiden- 
tial election with a _ sharper 
awareness among its top con- 
tenders that being nominated, 
and even getting elected, is only 
a part of the job. There is, 
way past the necessities of nomi- 
nation and election, an even 
more severe necessity. 

This is the requirement to be 
able actually to govern, once a 
man has reached the top place. 
There is i: perhaps unexampled 
understanding of this last and 
greatest necessity precisely be- 
cause so many of the field of 
possibles are members of the 
Senate. And as it happens, the 
fifth and nonsenatorial member 
of the field, Adlai E. Stevenson, 
is himself wholly savvy. He 
yiaad- as much clear to some of 
his campaign associates when 
he was running in 1956 as the 
Democratic nominee. 

The fundamental and unalter- 
able reality is this: any Demo-

crat nominated this time must 
face the fact that a middile-road 
Democratic regency is deeply 
lodged in control of Congress. 
This regency cannot conceiv- 
ably be overturned in the Sen- 
ate short of four more years and 
is unlikely to be overturned in 
tie House in any lesser time. 
This regency, in a wort, has 
now and will long maintain so 
much power than it could para- 
lyze and break any Democratic 
administration before it had 
been three months in office. 


By winning three consecutive 
congressional elections while 
the party was losing two suc- 
cessive Presidential elections 
the Democratie congressional 
wing has reached a uniquely 
dominant place In that party. 


Thus, whatever ‘Democrat is 
nominated for President, assum- 
ing his electién, will be under 
unavoidable necessity to seek 
and keep some form of peace 
and partnership with that re 
gency. His only possible alter- 
native would be to walk into 
the White House on inaugura- 
tion day and embrace the fail- 
ure of his administration on 
the doorstep.

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Souvenir Cakes 


In and around the com- 
pounds of many famous shrines 
and temples special cakes or 
sweets are sold for visitors to 
take home as reminders of their 
visits, 


Such shrine or temple cakes 
can be divided roughly into 
three kinds. The first kind 
ofiginated as charms. Offerings 
made to the shrifie or temple 
were distributed to visitors as 
charms. 
garded sacred, even though it 
is now made for sale and has 
nothing to do with offerings. 


The second kind has some 
historical or other connection 
with the shrine or temple con- 
cerned. The third are commer- 
cially produced souvenirs and 
have no special meaning except 
that they are sold at the tem- 
ple or shrine. 


The Shinmei Shrine in Shiba, 
Tokyo sells a cake called Dai- 
dai-mochi. It was first sold at 
the shrine festival in 1618 to 
be ptirchased by visitors and 
presented to tne shrine. Later 
it came to be sold not only .on 


the festive day, but also on 
other days throughout the 
country. 


At the Daibutsu or Great 
Buddha of Nara Daibutsu-mochi 
is sold. The original shop sell- 
ing the mochi is said to have 
been erected in 1586 with the 
timbers left over from the con- 
struction of the building hous- 
ing the Great Buddha. During 
the construction of the huge 
structure, the workers were 
served mochi in the afternoon. 
So the same kind of mochi 
came to be made and sold to 
visitors. 


The Gion Shrine of Kyoto 
has its chigo-mochi (mochi for 
the festival procession of chil- 
dren). Such cakes were for- 
merly presented to ‘the shrine 
on its festival day and then 
distributed amofig little chil- 
dren who took part in the fes- 
tival procession. The _ tradi- 
tion is still kept up by the sale 
of chigo-mochi at the shrine. 
It was first offered in 1808, it is 
said, later discontinued and 
then revived about 150 years 
ago.

Condemn the Men 


To the Editor: 

On matters of public moralli- 
ty, anywhere, one does not ex- 
pect much more than conven- 
tional responses and statistics. 
However, the amount of atten- 
tion in the press, not only in 
Japan but elsewhere, to the 
matter of prostitution war- 
rants, I think, some open dec- 
larations that seem never to 
be made. 

In Japan now, as in Eyrope 
and the States, prostitution has 

n illegitimized. The result 
is that it has been forced to go 
underground. The results every- 
where have been much the 
same: increased activity and re- 
lation with gangsters, an _ in- 
crease, in venereal diseases, and 
an increase in _ prostitution. 
Now all of these developments 
were obviously predictable; in 
short, inevitable. 

If it were possible. I would 
suggest to those zealous a@dvo- 
cates of pure living that all pros- 
titutes or suspected prostitutes 
should be shot, by the authori- 
ties: (say, by some of the most 
ardent congressmen), on the 
spot. Or better yet, how about 
destroying women simply? That 
would certainly eliminate the 
problem, 

To get back to reality, At 
least every week I read of raids 
by the police in various places 


uncovering vice gangs, etc. 
Nothing is ever said of the men 
who purchase the services of 
these women. Evidently it is 
perfectly O.K. for any -aan to 
hire a woman for love-making; 
it in no way hurts his reputa- 
tion—though in all such mat- 
ters one receives more Credit if 
one is not caught. But does it 
occur to no one, in publie life, 
that the surest way of eliminat- 
ing prostitution would be to eljm- 
inate the need of most. mar- 
ried men to find some satisfy- 
ing relationship-with women? 

Prostitutes are not ashamed 
of being what they are. On 
one hand they are condemned 
and on the other they are in- 
creasingly solicited. But surely 
if the men were openly and 
widely condemned, the effect 
would be much more powerful, 

Divorce in Japan is relative- 
ly scarce, but irregular marri- 


age relations are not only com-. 


monplace but expected, where 
the marriages are generally 
“arranged” and the women rel- 
egated to the kitchen and gen- 
eral domestic staff. 

But it seems likely that such 
matters, which are basic in 
human affairs, will be the last 
to receive adequate intelligent 
attention.

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he Make-Up of Tibet 


A Review From Ancient to Modern Times

Tibet’ has been known to the 
West since the time of Herodo- 
tus, the Greek historian of 5th 
century B.C. It was primitive, 
and much of the country unin- 
habited till the first century 
A.D. The language, with Bur- 
mese, forms a subgroup of the 
Sinitic language stock. The peo- 
ple are nearest the South Chi- 
nese racially but being a natural 
buffer between India and Chita, 
have been influenced by both. 
Generally speaking, Tibet has 
taken her material inspiration 
from China and her spiritual 
from India. 

The first Tibetan king crossed 
the Himalayas from Kosala, In- 
dia, around 150 B.C., united the 
12 native tribes into a kingdom 
centered around Lhasa to this 
day the only sizeable town in 
Tibet. After several centuries of 
mythical kings and culture 
heroes, King Tsron Tsan Gampo 
married a T’ang Chinese princess 
in 640 A.D. and Tibet as a na- 
tion for the first time appears 
in the Chinesé records. He then 
conquered North Burma and 
wed a Burmese princess. Both 
princesses were Buddhist and 
combfned forces to convert him 
to the religion of peace. 

Until this time Tibet had 
sometimes played the part of a 
third force between Iran and 
China, warring with both. The 
first Moslem embassies to China, 
but decades after the death of 
Mohammed, made alliance be- 
tween the two world empires to 
combine forces against the war- 
like Tibetans. The two princes- 
ses accomplished what the two 
greatest armies of the world 
failed to, do, for with their con- 
version, the warriors of the 
Himalayas became total religi- 
ous pacifists almost overnight. 

Order of Red Hats 

Tsron Tsan Gampo chose 
Lhasa as his capital. The old 
Palace of the Gods on the Sa- 
cred Red Hill was an ideal for- 
tress as well. His dynasty ended 
in the ninth century, and with 
it died Buddhism. In 899 Padma- 
Sambheva founded the first 
great monk order, the Red Hats. 
But in the degeneration accom- 
panying the death of the dynas- 
ty, the order fell apart in lo- 
cal feuds, predynastic social and 
religious customs were revived, 
animalism and shamanism re- 
turned to the fore. The count 
split, west and east, Indian a 
Chinese and pastoral, agricul- 
tural. 

The lith generation of Red 
Hat lamas were two. brothers, 
who reformed the order, com- 
pleted the assimilation of the 
local beliefs, founding in effect 
the peculiar brand of Tibetan 
Tantric Buddhism commonly re- 
ferred to as lamaism. Called to 
the Mongol court of the son of 
Genghiz Khan, one brother, 
Shakya Panchen, made Tibet's 
first direct contact with the 
He contested with the 
European Roman Catholic friars 
and Uighur Nestorian Christians 
for the conversion of the Mongol 
emperor. 

The Europeans made the first 
gains. After seven years which 
saw the death of two emperors 
and Shakya Panchen himself, 
and the failure of the elder 
Polo’s mission to bring 100 
Catholic priests back to Cathay, 
Kublai chan succumbed to the 
nephew of Shakya Panchen 
and adopted lamaism. The lama 
Fugzpa became Kublai’s “teach- 
er” and most trusted adviser. 

The Mongols claimed sover- 
eignty over Tibet, made Fugzpa 
first lama king around 1255, set- 
ting up the present-lay situation. 
But the Mongols feared the ef- 
ficient Shakyas didn’t need 
China, crippled Tibet by politi- 
cal intrigue. Another lama was 
also given power to divide the 
rule. After a century of this, 
a lay dynasty, the Sityas, was 
founded, and the Shawyas dis- 
appeared. China again asserted 
her “rights.” When the Mongols 
were expelled from China by 
the Mings, both contended fér 
Tibet through political intrigue. 
The country split again. 

Buddha's Reincarnation 

In 1400 in East Tibet a new 
religious order, the Gelugpa or 
Yellow Hats, was founded by 
Tsong-Kapa. He established a 
monastery in Kung-pung stress- 
ing virtuous action rather than 
prayer. Within a century the 
Yellow Hats dominated Tibet. 
The Mongols affirmed their 
authority and titled their leader 
“Lama of the Sea Witich Em- 
braces the Earth, Bearer of the 
Thunderbolt of Mystic Power” 
which is a rough translation of 
Dalai Lama Vajra Dawa. 

In 1594 the first European, 
the Portuguese explorer An- 
drade, entered Tibet, By 1640 
the Dalai Lama's power was un- 
contested. He. was officially 
proclaiméd the reincarnation of 
Tibet's “patron saint,’ Avaloki- 
teshvara, known in Japanese as 
Kannon-san. 

The Panchen Lama is con- 
sideréd the reincarnation of the 
Buddha of Boundless Light, 
Amitabha. ‘' Buddci'st lore, 
Amitabha had projected a beam 
of power and created Avaloki- 
teshvara. Thus the. Panchen 
Lama takes spiritual prece- 
dence over the Dalai, but is, ma- 
terially, subject to his own re- 
incarnation projection in the 
person of the Dalai Lama. Thus 
was established the religio-poll- 
tical dichotomy projected in 
today’s headlines. 

Over the past 300 vears China 
has constantly switched her 
support to maintain the un- 
status quo. China's right of 
intrusion” was continuously 
recognized, but she never in 
fact held any legal claims to 
rule, Thus the Communist re- 
gime guarantees Tibetan “auton- 
omy,” claims only suzerainty 
and right to maintain order. 

The Ming dynasty of China 


gave way to the Manchu Chings 
and the fifth Dalai Lama con- 
verted them. The sixth Dalai 
was a gay Lothario whom the 
Chings ordered done away with 
to maintain the dignity of the 
‘office, The Dalai Lama was now 
spiritual overlord of China and 
China held Tibet ag a virtual 
feudatory. 

In 1708 the Manchus inter. 
vened to suppress a revolt. The 
Dalai Lama was removed to 
Kung-bung for “safety,” exactly 
as in 1951. In 1720 Mongols 
raided in force and China set up 
a resident military governor 
and garrisoned the, roads. Euro- 
pean Capuchins and Jesuits en- 
tered to attempt conversions, 
with no success. In 1751 the 
Sityas attempted a coup, which 
China put down. A new Chi- 
nese puppet, the Kaalan Lama, 
was installed as viceroy to the 
Dalai. When later in the cen- 
tury Gurkhas invaded from Ne- 
pal, China sent more military 
“aid.” 

Foreign Invasions 

In 1859 the Nepalese opened 
Tibet, forcing trade concessions 
in Lhaca and Gyantse. A dec- 
ade later China increased her 
control. In 1886 Tibetans raid- 
ed British India and London 
committed the diplomatic faux 

which later enabled Mao 
Mse-tung to absorb Tibet. Instead 
of making: representations to 
Lhasa about the raids, Britain 
complained direct to China, The 
I"-nchus assuaged Britain with. 
trade rights, but the Tibetans 
a them. Britain invaded 
to enforce the treaties in 1904, 
and the Dalai Lama fied, did 
not return till 1909, quickly fled 
again from an invasion by Chi- 
nese warlords. He sought ref- 
uge in Darjeeling and Tibet 
was saved by the Chinese revo- 
rutidn, 

The new Chinese Republic 
claimed suzerainty as __ before. 
The Dalai Lama disagreed. He 
maintained the old feudal rela- 
tions was personal obligatign to 
the emperor which cannot ap- 

ly to an impersonal republic. 

ao’s intrusions have been 
quite “personal” and feudal. In 
1919 a tripartite agreement be- 
tween Britain, Chima and Tibet 
as equal participants, set up an 
independent Tibet “under Chi- 
nese Influence.” The British 
India expert Bell encouraged 
English strengthening of Tibet 
as a permanent buffer against 
China. : 

In 1924 the Panchen and Da- 
lai Lamas fell out. China sup- 
ported the weaker Panchen, 
who lost out and fied to China 
where he died and was suc- 
ceeded by the present Panchen 
Lama, now 23 years old, who is 
not Tibetan but Chinese. In 
1932 the Tibetans actually rec- 
ognized a native Panchen Lama, 
who reportedly recently died 
“by Chinese influence.” In 1934 
the Republic of China attempt- 
ed to annex Tibet but failed. In 
1940 the treaty of Simla be- 
tween China, Tibet and British 
India split Tibet along the lines 
of the ancient east-west divi- 
sion, into spheres of influence. 
Nehru’'s India never 
the treaty. 


Promised Autonomy 

Tibet revolted in 1949 but 
was crushed and the Dalai 
Lama fied. He returned when 
Mao promised the regional au- 
tonomy he has reputedly repu- 
Hiated in recent weeks. The 
Panchen Lama was also return- 
ed. 


On March 5, 1951, Mao an- 
nounced internal sovereignty 
for Tibet with her borders 
secured by China, but without 
officially defining those borders. 
Chinese technicicns were prom- 
ised, as was an _ increased 
standard af living. Nehru, in 
his great period of loving and 
believing all comers, and on a 
basis of a purely legalistic in- 
terpretation of historical prece- 
dent (there was no mention of 
self-determination), recognized 
China’s right over Tibet, de- 
stroving the natural buffer. But 
on the basis of the same his- 
torical precedents, Nehru warn- 
ed Mao that Nepal was Indian 
sphere of influence and signed 
a treaty of defense in 1950. 

Great Britan had long sabo- 
taged attempts at contacts be- 
tween Mao and Tibet, but her 
withdrawal from India soon. 
created a vacuum which India 
was unable, and at first unwill- 
ing, to fill. Mao took advantage 
and moved. But as Mao avow- 
edly guarantees Tibet's “autono- 
my,” Tibet should be as eligible 
for independent membership in 
the United Nations as Outer 
Mongolia, if not more so, 

Despite being garbed in the 
dialectics of modern ideologi- 
cal conflict the Tibetan meas is 
but a continuation of a histori- 
cal situation. 

The Khamba rebels are the 
old pastoral, nomad and least 
sinified of the Tibetans tradi- 
tionally bandits and faithful 
lamaists. As nomads, with no 
fixed bases to be destroyed, liv- 
ing off the land as their basic 
economy, their position is de- 
fensively impregnable. The 
German military expert Col. 
Kurt Conrade Arnade, now in 
the U.S., calls Tibet the world’s _ 
greatest natural fort, Nehru’s 
policies toward China, in che 
light of Mao’s recent interpreta- 
tions of where Tibet's borders 
with India and Nepai tie, are 
more in line with old fashioned 
“realism.” 

All in all, there’s little to in- 
dicate that the standing situa- 
tion of the past 1,300 years will 
be “stabilized” overnight even 
now that the Panchen Lama’s 
Red Hat is a Chinese Marxist 
Red. Tibet is “the roof of the 
world.” In Oriental architec- 
ture, the roof goes up first and 
decides the shape of the house. 
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
